Virginity For Love Of God 


ITHIN the past few weeks, our 
Holy Father Pius XII has pub- 
lished an Encyclical Letter “On 
Holy Virginity.” There can be no 
doubt about Our Lord's teaching 
on chastity. It is a high doctrine 
but, because of its rigorous de- 
mands on human nature, it has lost 
in practice and even in esteem 
especially among the non-Catholic 
Christians of the world. 
Nevertheless, if we go back to 
the Gospels, we find that after 
Our Lord had ruled out divorce 
in His discussion of marriage, the 
disciples said to Him: “If the case 
stands so between man and wife, 
it is better not to marry at all” 
(Matt. 19: 10). But Jesus said that 
such an ideal (non-marriage) is 
not understood by everybody but 
only by those who have received 
the gift; 
from marriage because of some de- 


fect of nature, others because of | 
the violence or malice of men, | 
tinues, 


while still others abstain of their 
own free will, and this “for the 
kingdom of heaven.” And Jesus 
crowns the discussions with the 
advice, “He that can take it, let 
him take it.” 

Notice the clarity of Our Lord's 
language The ideal concerns a 
resolution taken—not out of neces- 


sity but freely—to abstain from 
marriage and sexual pleasur 
Since Our Lord equivalates the ef- 


fects of such a vow to the effects 
of castration. we infer that the 
vow of chastity to be really perfect 
must be perpetual. 


For Love Of God 


Note too that virginity, to be a 
Christian virtue, must be taken up 
“for the kingdom of heaven.” 


St. Paul expands this motive a. 


little when he writes that “He 
that is without a wife is solicitous | 
for the things that belong to the 
Lord, how he may on God .

| Advantages Of Chastity 


The masters of Sacred Theology, 
St. Thomas Aquinas and St. Bona- 
supported by the author- 
ity of St. Augustine, teach that 
virginity does not have the stabil- 


-lity of virtue unless there is a vow 
,to keep it forever intact. Anything 
jless could hardly be called a per- 
| fect holocaust. 


Of virgins, the Apostle St. John 
asserts that “they follow the Lamb 
wherever He goes” (Apoc. 14:4). 

Another basic motive for per- 
petual chastity brought out in the 
| Holy Father's Encyclical is the op- 
|portunity for advancement in the 


\spiritual life deriving from the 
| complete rejection of all sexual | 
| pleasure. 


“It is 
such pleasure, when it arises from 
lawful marriage, is reprehensible 
in itself,” says the Pope: “on the 
contrary, the chaste use of mar- 
riage is ennobled and sanctified 
by a special sacrament, as the Fa- 
thers themselves have clearly re- 
marked. Nevertheless, it must be 
equally admitted that as a conse- 
quence of the fall of Adam the 
lower faculties of human nature 
are no longer obedient to right 
reason and may involve man in 
dishonorable actions. As the An- 
gelic Doctor has it, the use of 
marriage ‘keeps the soul from the 
full abandon to the service of 


“It is that they may acquire this 
spiritual liberty of body and soul, 
and that they may be freed from 
temporal cares, that the Latin 
Church demands of her sacred 
ministers that they voluntarily 
oblige themselves to observe per- 
fect chastity.” The Encyclical 
points out that celibacy is 
honored in the Eastern Churches, 
although it does not bind to the 
same degree: yet in certain cases, 
especially when the higher de- 
grees of the hierarchy are in ques- 
tion, it is a necessary and obliga- 
tory condition. 


In summary, according to the 


‘Holy Father, holy virginity is a 


higher state than marriage because 
“Our Divine Redeemer had already 
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sel for a more perfect life (Matt 
19: 10-11). St. Paul, after having 


said that the father who gives his 


daughter in marriage ‘does well,’ it is good for them ff they so con-

Father de Lubac’s new book is of} 
interest to a limited number of 
readers, his objective, scholarly’ 
comparison of Buddhism and 
Christianity should be brought to 
their attention.

It 
is Father de Labac’s service to; 
potlight the essential doctrines! 
f both Bu and Christianity | 
and show their surface likenesses | 
covering deep cleavages 

He prefaces this task with a 
sketch of Buddhism which com- 
presses much knowledge imto a 
few pages. Then he goes on to) 
analyze the laws and symbolism | 
of both religions and the different | 
representations of their founders.

says Father de Lubac, is that!

misery; everything is changing, be 
coming, and causing desire or un- 
happiness. This law derives from 
an intuition of human suffering. 
The only way to escape is to cease 
existing, to deny personality and 
seek nothingness. 

The three rules of conduct em- 
bodied in the Dharma (law or doc- 
trine) are maitri, dana, and ka 
runa—or self-mastery, almsgiving 
and pity. Remarkable on the pure-| 
ly human scales as are these prin-| 
ciples of Buddhist charity, there) 
is no identification between it and| 
Christian charity. For the Budd-| 
hist, charity is a means, not an) 
end: it has no positive value. | 

The root of the difference lies 
in the Buddhist’s emphasis on the | 
insignificance of the individual and | 
the Christian's insistence on the 
infinite value of the human per- 
gon. Here, too, lies the dissimular- 
ity between the legendary Buddha, 
symbolized as a transcendent be 
ing who never touched the ground, | 
whose religion regards life and) 
the universe as an illusion, and the} 
historical Christ who by His ex-| 
ample set the ideal in a real; 
world. i 

The tragedy and limitation of 
Buddhism is that it has no per- 
sonal God, no Incarnation, no “In- 


tervention culminating in the Sac- 
rifice of the Incarnate Saviour.” 
Buddhism elicits a frustrating 
“No,” to life here and hereafter, 
and Christianity, a . vigorous 
“Yes.” 

Though this necessarily brief 


summary might seem dogmatic, the 
method by which the Jesuit 
scholar comes to his conclusions is 
not so.

AINT Elizabeth of Hungary by 
Nesta de Robeck. Bruce Pub 
lishing Co. Milwaukee.

It is not easy to exchange a 


crown for a halo. St. Elizabeth of 
Hungary was one of the great 
saimts who did it. Early in her 
life, as a young princess at Wart 
burg Castle where she spent her 
childhood in preparation for mar-| 
riage to Ludwig of Thuringia, 
Elizabeth showed dispositions to 
holiness. Once, to the astonish- 
ment of the court and the dismay 
of her future mother-m-iaw, she 


itook off her crown and leid it be- 


fore the cross, saying, “How can! 
I a muserable creature, remain 
wearing a crown of earthiy dignity) 
when I see my King Jesus Christ} 
crowned with thorns?” | 

Though her piety was genuine 
it did not set her off from society 
as a rehgious reciuse Instead 
Elizabeth packed a tremendous 
amount of living into the short 
time she had.

Miss de 
Robeck discounts popular tradition 
which has believed she was driven 
from her home by her relatives. 
Her removal to Warburg, accord- 
ing to the author, was completely 
voluntary. 


Miss de Robeck also casts new 
on Elizabeth's relationship 
with her confessor. Severe and 
harsh, Conrad nevertheless wrote 
to the Pope after Elizabeth's 
death, “before God I declare I 
have seldom found a woman more 
given to contemplation.” 


! Miss de Robeck insists 
that Elizabeth's marriage “was per- 
fect from the human point of 
view” and was not entered into be- 
cause aS a princess it was the 
saint's duty to be a pawn in royal 
matrimonial schemes. 


Miss de Robeck, who now lives 
in Florence, is a thorough student 
of the medieval world in which 
Elizabeth moved, and she sets the 
saint dramatically in her period.

But 
they will not do it. Jesus Himself 
has promised us that they will not 
do it.

A Small Town CYA

= weeks ago I gave you a case 
history of a promising CYO in 
Philadelphia. This week I'd like to 
‘show you that a small town can 


also have a good youth group. And 


what town could I be more fami- 
liar with than Huntington, Ind.,’ 
where Our Sunday Visitor is pub- 


lished? 
Huntington, with a population 
of 15,000, has two Cathlic par- 


ishes. Attempts to have a CYO in 
each parish had failed during re- 
cent years because fnendships ex- 
tend beyond the single parish. 
This was especially true because 
youth from both parishes attend 
the same Catholic high school. 


Last October representatives 
from the two parishes attended a 
youth conference in Fort Wayne. 
he purpose of the conference was 
to reorganize the CYO in the Fort 
Wayne diocese. 


Archbishop John F. Noll, Bish- 
op of Fort Wayne and Founding 
Editor of Our Sunday Visitor, 
He asked 
‘them to set up youth organizations 
on inter-parish levels. | 


Taking their cue from Arch-! 
bishop Noll, the Huntington dele- 
gates returned home and called a 
meeting of some of those inter-| 
ested in beginning a Catholic’ 
Young Adults club. They met with 
the assistant pastors of the two 
parishes. 


Deciding that the parishes in 
surrounding small towns should 
also be included in the CYA, they 
sent invitations to the pastors ask- 
ing them to send representatives 
to another planning meeting to be 
held a week later. Thus the organi- 
zation became the Huntington 
District CYA. 


The first activity was a pot-luck 
supper held at the end of Novem- 
ber. This was a good send-off be-| 
cause ei seemed to enjoy) 
himself. | 

The second activity was a 
Christmas party a few weeks later. 
That interest in the organization 
was growing was evidenced by the 
contributions made after the 
necessity of a treasury to pay for 
a few expenses the group had in- 
curred was explained.

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| 


termission that “218 people and} 


two priests” were present. Suc- 
cessful financially as well as so- 
cially, the profit was in the neigh- 
borhood of $100 after all expenses 
were paid. 

The CYA produced a play 
(“Crazy House”) during the latter 
part of April. This play was very 
much as the name implies. 


It was at this time that perma-| 


nent officers were elected. 

Activities during May included 
a picnic, a panel discussion moder- 
ated by Father Conroy, formal 
initiation of the graduating class 
of Huntington Catholic high 
school, and -attendance at Mass 
and Communion on May 30. When- 
ever a fifth Sunday occurs in a 
month, that Sunday is CYA Com- 
munion Sunday.

With his voice trembling, 
he asked Pope Pius II to consent 
to inscribe Blessed Pius X in the 
Catalogue of Saints. 


THIS PETITION is normally re- 

ated twice but because of the 

ealth of the Pontiff, who has been 
seriously ill within recent months, 
the request was made only once. 

Msgr. Antonio Bacci, an official 
of the Sacred Apostolic Peniten- 
tiary, answering for Pope Pius 
XII, said that the Pontiff was per- 
suaded that the canonization of 
Pius X was looked upon favorably 
by God, but at the same time it 
Was necessary once again to in- 
voke divine assistance for such a 
grave step. 


Pope Pius then stood up and 
removed his miter and knelt. 
Cardinal Canali, meanwhile, in- 
vited all present te pray with 
the Pope. 


Afterwards, his voice trembling

first verse of “Veni Creator Spirit- 
us.”
